Yefterday avriv’d a Mail from Holland, with thefe far- 
ther Particulars of the Adion at Crotrka, on the 11th 
ult. O. §. between the Imperialifts and the Turks. 





Letter from an Officer in the Imperial Army, 
é, dated the Day following, fays, the only Road 
which led to the Turks Camp at Crotzka, was very 
woody and rugged, and fo narrow, that the Imperial 
Army was obliged to march in One Column ; thar the 
Atrack was begun a little before Day by fome Huf- 
fars, fupported by Palfi’s and Lanthidri’s Regiments 
of Cuiraffiers, and One of Dragoons; who fell 4 
the Enemy's Piquet Guard, and rouied them ; but 
the Turks return'd immediately after, in a panel 
Number, with terrible Shouts, and falling with great 
Fury upon the advanc’d Troops quickly furrounded 
them, and tho’ the latrer fuftain’d their Fire with 
very great Bravery, they had been entirely cut to 
Pieces, had it not been for the Arrival of 18 Compa- 
nics of Grenadicrs, which came our of the Wood and 
attack’d the Turks with all the Bravery imaginable, 
but could rot break thro’ them; which gave rhe Im- 
perialifts futhcient Reafon to think, that they had not 
to do with a Detachment, but with the whole Turkith 
Army, which fome computed at 60000, and others 
at 90000 Men. Jn this firft Attack, the Regiment of 
Palfi loft the Colonel, the Lieurenart Colonel, ; Cap- 
tains, 8 Lieutenants, and 6 Corness. That while the 
Grenadiers were engaged, the other Troops, which 
,came fucceflively our of the Wood, advanced by a 
Paflage fo narrow, that the Turks attacked every 
eee as faft as it came up; which gave Occafion 
to fo many pafticular Skirmifhes, till after the whole 
Army was paft, which took up feveral Hours, when 
the Battle became more 5 that the Turks had 
not only the Advantage of the Ground, but had caft 
up Intrenchments, and ere@ed a kind of Fort, from 
whence they made a {mart and a conftant Fire upon 
the Imperialifts. That during the hotreft Part of the 
Battle, one of the Imperial Regiments entered the 
Enemy's Intrenchments, but not being fupported, 
was oblig’d to give Way, which occafion'd fome Dif- 
order, and made the Imperialifts think of retreating, 
the rather becaufe it was already g o’Clock at Night, 
and the Cavalry had been out near 24 Hours, without 
having had the leaft Nourifhmenr. That they retreatd 
accerdingly in good Order to the Camp at Zwey- 
bruck on the Danube, 4 Miles from Belgrade, with 
ali their wounded Mcn, of whom there is a great 
Number; and’ that ‘ris reckon’d the Germans loft 
neat 6000 Men in this bloody Engagement — ‘Tis 
thought the Turks were reinforc'd by frefh Troops. 

A Letter of the 14th ult. O.S. from the Lines of 
Circumvallation about Belgrade (to which the Ger- 
mane remov'd their Camp the Day before from Zwey- 

bruck and Wilchnitza for Want of Forage) fays, thar 

on the 12th, viz. the Day after the Battle, the Turks 

came about 6 in the Morning before the Camp at 

Zweybruck, end attack’d fome of the Germans ad- 

vanced Pofts with very great Fury, but were vigou- 

roufly repulfed ; and at length feeing the good Coun- 

tenance of the Atmy, which was then join’d by the 

Body uoder General Neuperg, they refolv’d, after 

fome Skirmifhing with the Imperial Huffars, to retire 

towards Croteka. bis Letter adds, That the Impe- 

rial Flotilla, which, during the Battle at Croteka, | 
made a great Fire on the Enemy's Camp, hearing of 
the Retreat of the Imperialifts, weigh’d Anchor, and 

was recurn’d under the Shelrer of” Belgrade on the 

Day the Letter was dated. When it came away, the 

Turks were feen hovering on the Hills of Wifchnitza, 

to the Left of Belgrade ; and their adwanc’d Troops 
had already begun to skirmith with the Imperialitts, 
who, whatever was the Enemy's Defign, lay all under 
Arms to reccive them. 

Letters of the 21ft ult. from Vienna fay, That an 
Exprefe was juft arrived from the Commandanr of 
Belgrade, with Advice that the Marfhal de Wallis, 
after —* thrown 12 Batallions into that Place, 
pafs’d the Danube on the 15th, and went and in- 
catnp’d on the Banks of the River Temes, in the 
Bannate of Temefwaer, The Commandant added, 
that the Turke had alrcady invefted the City on the

| Side of Servia ; but that it was well provided with 
every Thing, and he was preparing for a vigorous 
Defence of it, in cafe the Turks fhould come to at- 
tack it. ; © 

As to the late A@ion, the Letters rake Notice 
that ic was one of the moft memorable Engagements 
which has been for a long time; that ic lated 19 
Hours, from 2 o Clock in the Morning to 9 at Night; 
that all that Time, and during the March to@, neither 
the Men nor the Horfes had any Nourifhment ; that 
the Vidtory was doubitul all Day long that neither 
Side could break thro’ the other, cho" both attempred 
it feveral Times ; that the Turke did not difturb 
the Germans in their Retreat, either for Want of 
knowing it, or of Ability co undertake it; and that 
‘tis certain their Lofs is very confiderable, Heaps of 
their Dead having been ſeen pil’d upon one another. 

They write from Tranfilvania, That-a Colonel in 
the Service of Ruffia has brought News to the Prince 
de Lobkowirz, that a Column of Count Munich's 
Army had already pa{s’d the Niefter, and was en- 
ter’d into Moldavia. 

We hear that the Right Hon. the Earl of Craw- 
ford, who was a Volunticr in the late Bartle, and 
ferv'd as Aid de Camp to the young Prince of Wal- 
deck, who was kill’d in the AGion, was very much 
wounded, and is under the Care of the belt Surgeons 
at Belprade. ‘Tis confirm’d the Prince of Heſſe- 
R hinfels was kill’d. 

They write from Warfaw, That a Courier arrived 
there on the 16th ult. O. S. from Podolia, with Ad- 
vice that the Turks and Tartars having pafs'd the 
Nicfter, immediately march’d to meet the Ruffians ; 
and that the Ortoman Army, confifting of above 
100,000 Men, was but 4 Miles diftant from the 
Velt-Marfhal de Munich, whofe Army confifted of 
50,000 Regular Troops, befides the Coflacks, fo 
that the News of a Battle was expected every Day.

that they will meet at this + ie on Tuefday the ivi 
September next, at Eight 0° Clock in the Morning, tt 
ceiwe the Claims of fuch Widows as fball be qualipe # 
cording to the faid Rules and Orders. 
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
